In a symbolic visit, 
Obama makes his 
case in Puerto Rico 

San Juan, Puerto Rico 

Wooing Hispanic voters back home, 
President Obama kept his campaign 
pledge to become the first president 
since John R Kennedy to make an 
official visit to this recession-bat- 
tered U.S. territory. “The aspirations 
and the struggles on this island mir- 
ror those across America,” Obama 
declared Tuesday. 

On a sweltering day, thousands 
crowded the main roads and waved 
flags as Obama’s motorcade roared 
by. A huge banner filled eight sto- 
ries of a building, featuring the 
images of Kennedy and Obama. 
“We are proud to be part of histo- 
ry,” it said. 

Puerto Ricans are an important 
component of the fast-growing His- 
panic population in the U.S., now 
totaling 50 million, that Obama 
wants to mobilize in his re-election 
campaign. Even though he spent 
mere hours on the island, the visit 
was designed to lift the president’s

Vice President Joe Biden said Tuesday he's 
confident budget talks he’s leading will produce an 
agreement on cutting the deficit “well beyond" $1 tril- 
lion over the next decade or so. “It ain’t over till it’s 
over, but I’m convinced we can come up with an agree- 
ment that gets the debt limit passed and makes some 
real serious down payment on the commit- 
ment for 4 trillion bucks over the next 
10 or 12 years," Biden said, (ap) 


Senate refuses to cut 
$5M annual subsidy, 
backs continuing aid 

Washington 

The Senate refused to kill a $5 bil- 
lion annual subsidy for ethanol on 
Tuesday, backing continued gov- 
ernment aid for a Farm Belt-based 
industry over deficit reduction in 
an era of record red ink. 

The 40-59 vote, far short of the 
60 needed to advance the mea- 
sure, reflected regional and par- 
tisan differences, a split among 
Republicans — and anything but 
the final word on the issue. 

“We continue to spend money 
that we don’t have on things that we 
don’t need,” said Sen. Tom Coburn, 
R-Okla., a prominent deficit hawk 
who led the effort to eliminate the 
subsidy immediately. 

Supporters of continued feder- 
al spending for ethanol argued it 
is a leading source of alternative 
fuel and is needed to reduce U.S. 
dependence on foreign oil. 

“With conflicts in the Middle 
East and crude oil priced at more 


than $100 a barrel, we should be on 
the same side. Why would anyone 
prefer less domestic energy produc- 
tion?” Sen. Chuck Grassley, R-Iowa, 
said on Monday, when the measure 
was debated at length. 

Grassley’s state leads the nation 
both in harvesting corn and in 
blending it into alternative fuel. 
Other leading ethanol-producing 
states are Nebraska, Illinois, Min- 
nesota, South Dakota and Indiana, 
and all senators from them opposed 
an end to the subsidy, regardless 
of political party. 

Ethanol is blended with gaso- 
line, and subsidized at 45 cents a 
gallon, with an additional 10 cents 
for small producers. These tax 


breaks long have been supported as 
a way to reduce oil imports by poli- 
ticians in both parties, emphatically 
so for many who campaign across 
Iowa every four years in the state’s 
kickoff presidential caucuses. 

But a new emphasis on defi- 
cit reduction, particularly among 
Republicans aligned with tea party 
activists, has contributed to a shift 
in the political landscape. 

As a result, with the current 
subsidy scheduled to expire at 
the end of the year, Grassley and 
other farm state lawmakers sup- 
port alternative legislation to 
reduce the tax break without elim- 
inating it for several more years.

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FDA Cracks Down 
On Sunscreens 


If protection is under 
SPF 15, lotions must 
clearly state warning 

Washington 

Help is on the way to consumers 
confused by the jumble of sun pro- 
tection numbers and other claims 
on sunscreens. 

Under new rules published Tues- 
day, sunscreens will have to prove 
they filter out both ultraviolet B rays 
and ultraviolet A rays to claim they 
protect against skin cancer. 

Starting next summer, if they 
don’t protect against both, or if the 
sun protection factor is below 15, 
then they have to carry a warning: 
“This product has been shown only 
to help prevent sunburn, not skin 
cancer or early skin aging.” 

The guidelines, which spent 
more than 30 years in bureaucrat- 
ic limbo, are designed to enhance 
the effectiveness of sunscreens and 
make them easier to use. 

The key takeaway for consum- 
ers: Look for a sun protection fac- 
tor, or SPF, of 15 and above that also

The president of the Catholic Uni- 
versity of America has decided to 
use a “slightly old-fashioned rem- 
edy” to curtail the binge-drinking 
and casual hook-up habits of stu- 
dents: Get rid of the coed dorms. 

“I know it’s countercultural,” 
wrote President John Garvey in a 
Wall Street Journal op-ed Mon- 
day. 

Starting with the incoming class 
of freshmen this fall, the universi- 
ty will place women in all-female 
halls and men in all-male halls. 
The next school year, sophomore 
halls will follow suit. Then upper- 
classmen halls. 

Only a handful of the university’s 
17 dorms are single-sex, Garvey said, 
so it will take a few years to “com- 
plete the transformation.” 

Most colleges began housing 
men and women under the same 
roof generations ago, and today 
more than 90 percent of college 


housing is coed, according to a 2008 
study about coed housing. 

Administrators have also loos- 
ened rules on overnight guests of 
the opposite sex, and a few schools 
now allow men and women to live 
in the same room or apartment as 


part of “gender-neutral housing” 
programs. 

Starting this fall, George Wash- 
ington University will allow students 
to share a dorm room with anyone 
they want, regardless of gender.

Even an affable, easygoing guy 
like Graeme McDowell can suc- 
cumb to the burden that comes 
with being a first-time U.S. Open 
champion.

And, I mean, some- 
how having arrived here this week, 
I feel like I’ve done it now. My U.S. 
Open trophy is back here with the 
USGA. I’ve handed it back, and I’m 
ready to sort of get on with the rest 
of my career.” 

It’s not as if McDowell has been 
a walking disaster on the course. 
In fact, it would have been asking 
him a lot to carry his momentum 
into the new calendar year without 
some sort of letup. But he’s missed 


the cut in four of his last eight tour- 
naments, lost a one-shot lead at The 
Players Championship by closing 
with 79 and shot a third-round 81 
at the Wales Open this month.

Steve-O’s memoir 
offers a glimpse into 
his struggles with 
fame and addiction

Hyperion Publishing wasn’t crazy 
about Steven Glover’s idea for the 
tagline of his memoir, “Profession- 
al Idiot” (Hyperion, $26). 

Glover — better known as 
Steve-0 from MTV’s “Jackass” 
and “Wildboyz” — says he want- 
ed to market the book as “a story 
of a young boy who hated school 
and then got paid for shoving stuff 
up his butt.” While the publishers 
were a little more conservative with 
their title, Glover’s book does detail 
his unorthodox resume. Among 
its highlights: He’s swallowed live 
goldfish and puked them back up, 
leapt from inadvisable heights, and, 
perhaps most famously, stapled a 
very sensitive jewel-holding portion 
of his anatomy to his leg. 

Glover also reveals details 
from his childhood, his crashing 
descent into years of drug addic- 
tion and alcoholism, and his even- 
tual recovery three years ago, as 
well as his recent turn on “Danc- 
ing With the Stars.” 

How did writing a book compare 
with some of the scary stuff you 
did on “Jackass”? 


I was really new in sobriety and 
had just left rehab, I was super- 
unsure about whether I could pur- 
sue this career. 

Did you ever think about just going 
to work at Wal-Mart? 

I came up with a plan to ditch it 
all and just join the Peace Corps. 
But the process they have is total- 
ly designed to weed out people 
like me. 

But around that same time, I 
got a call about doing “Dancing 
With the Stars,” and I felt like it 
would be a safe way to kind of get 
my feet wet. I was able to do all my 
rehearsal down the street from my 
halfway house, and I didn’t have 
to travel at all. I felt it was a safe 
way to re-emerge into the spot- 
light. But, ultimately, it turned 
out to be stressful.

Stop by the Woods 


N.H. marks the 100th 
anniversary of when 
Robert Frost sold his 
inspirational farm 


Excursions 

From Highway 28, the New Hamp- 
shire farm once owned by poet 
Robert Frost may seem unchanged 
from a century ago. Yet the pictur- 
esque New England white barn 
and farmhouse recently underwent 
thousands of dollars in renovations 
including a new roof, foundation 
work and other upgrades. 

And for the first time in decades, 
the Robert Frost Farm — which sits 
on 30 acres in Derry, N.H., about 10 
miles north of the Massachusetts 
border — now closely resembles the 
place Frost left as he embarked on 
a life as a full-time poet, officials 
at the historic site say. 

This year marks the 100th 
anniversary of when Frost sold 
the poultry farm for $1,100 to help 
pay for a three-year adventure in 
England where he would begin 
obtaining recognition in the world 
of letters. 

After walking away from the 
farm. Frost won four Pulitzer Priz- 
es for poetry, read at the inaugura- 
tion of President John F. Kennedy 
and received a number of honor- 
ary degrees and awards. 

But Frost scholars and enthusi- 
asts say the poet never forgot those 
years in Derry. That’s because the 
Derry years were some of the hap- 
piest of his life, and the farm and 
its New England grounds were the 
source of inspiration for some of 
his most famous poems. 

“This is where he spent the most 
time with his family and had the 
happiest of memories,” said Justine 
Golden, a tour guide. “After he left 
here, it was never the same. His life 
was filled with tragedy.” 

New Hampshire officials hope 
the restored house along with 
newly placed markers around the 
Hyla Brook Nature Poetry Trail, or

BAKED CAKE 
DOUGHNUTS 


Cake doughnuts are fried, not baked, 
at your local doughnut shop. But this 
recipe bakes up just as deliciously, 
and cleanup is far easier, not to men- 
tion a bit less guilt-inducing. This 
batter also bakes up beautifully in an 
electric doughnut maker. Prep time: 
15 minutes. Ready in 30 minutes. 

Ingredients 
» 3/4 cup plus 1 tablespoon 
all-purpose flour 
» 1/4 cup whole-wheat pastry 
flour 

a 1 teaspoon baking powder 
» 1/3 cup superfine sugar 
» 1/2 teaspoon freshly grated 
nutmeg 

» 1/2 teaspoon salt 
» 2 tablespoons (1 ounce) 
unsalted butter or vegetable 
shortening 

» 1/4 cup whole milk, scalded 
» 1/4 cup plain yogurt 
» 1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
a 1 egg, beaten 


Makes 6 to 12 doughnuts 

Preheat the oven to 350 F. Lightly 
grease a doughnut pan. 

Sift flours and baking powder to- 
gether into a large bowl or bowl of 
a nnixer. Whisk in sugar, nutnneg and 
salt. Add butter and use your fingers 
to rub it into the dry ingredients as you 
would in a pastry crust, until evenly 
distributed. Add nnilk, yogurt, vanilla 
and egg; stir until just connbined. Do 
not over-nnix. 

Use a spoon to fill each doughnut 
cup about three-quarters full, making 
sure center post is clear. Bake until 
doughnuts are a light golden brown 
and spring back when touched, six to 
10 minutes. Let cool slightly before 
removing from pan. Glaze as desired. 

Note: For the proper doughnut 
shape when baking cake doughnuts, 
you need a doughnut pan with a 
rounded bottom and a post through 
the middle. Baking them on a flat bak- 
ing sheet will result in flat-bottomed 
half-doughnuts. If you don’t have 
a doughnut pan, you can make the 
same batter and bake it in a muffin tin 
for doughnut-flavored muffins, dough-
